Ranching Regulations 

In future, the maximum area in 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alberta 
granted under lease to any. one person 
for ranching purpvses, will be one-half 
township, or eightéen sections of 64 
acres each, a total of eleven thousand 
five hundred and twenty acres. Appli- 
cations for grazing permits on any 
land will only be granted after inspec- 
tion to determine whether the land in 
question is grazing or agricultural. 
Where the farmers adjoining grazing 
land express their desire that this be 
retained as a commons for all to use 
for their stock, no lease will be grant- 
ed. Lessees miust fence the area they 
obtain under lease. Leases will be 

anted for ten years, but existing 
eases will not be disturbed until ex- 
piration. 

Lessees Will be required to have one 
head of horses or cattle or fiyo sheep 
for every thirty acres. Thirty-three 
per cent. of the required stock must

The market for wood lot tim- 
ber is chiefly for ties, poles firewood, 
posts, piles, rail., ‘umber and very fre- 
quently in the round for pulp wood, 
acid factories anc box manufacturers, 
while special kinds, such as fine white 


oak, ash, second growth hickcry, cher- 


ry, etc., have a Jarge number of special 
uses, such as in the vehicle industry, 
furniture making, etc. It is again 
urged that owners should be particular 
to inquire into their special markets 
both for the different kinds of timber 
and for the most profitable form into 
which given sized trees may be work- 
ed. By taking advantage of this they 
can very frequently double the price 
received foi their products.—R, Rosen- 
bluth in American Forestry.

. Mile by mile thin lines of steel are 
ereeping rapidly northward from 
Edmonton into the great hinterlaad 
ef Alberta: Civilization is making its 
way into fields long the home of the 
Indian and the trapper. Not  con- 
tent with this the men of civilization 
are offering opposition to the Indian 
and the trapper. Fur farms, upon 
which live black and silver grey foxes 
are carefully raised and nurtured in 
surroundings made ag much like the 
wild as possible, are now being 
Started extensively’ throughout the 
province. 

The black fox is probably the most 
valuable fur bearing animal in exis- 
tence today, and its comparative 
rarity, coupled with the uncertainty 
in the supply of skins as taken by 
the Indians and trappers each year, 
has turned the attention of fur men 
throughout the western provinces to 
the possibilities that lie in the rais- 
ing of these animals in captivity. 

Although this business of rétsing 
black foxes, is by no means new, 
having been carried on in Prince Hd- 
ward Island for some twenty years, it 
Was not until recently that.men ‘in 
the western provinces became alive to 
the profits that exist in this indus- 
try. ; 

The influx of a large number 2f 
buyers from Eastern Canada, and the 
United States during the seasons of 
1912 and 1918, however, started a 
boom. The great number of live 
foxes brought down from the north 
curing that time, and the huge sums 
paid in many cases for these animals 
when delivered to Athabasca Landing, 
and Edmonton, instantly brought the 

- business wide publicity. 
' The boom reachec its height dur- 
ing the spring and summer of 1913. 
During the months from March to 
Sentember of last year, over half a 
million dollars was invested in fox 
puppies, and grown animals of the 
black and silver grey varieties. Most 
of this was spent by buyers from 
Eastern Canada, although William 
H. Kane, representing the fox farm 
of that name at Ogden, Pennsylvania 
took out animals to the value of 
$227 000. 

Following the wide publicity given 
the various big deals, business men, 
as well as fur buyers and traders, in 
Northern Alberta turned their atten- 
tions to the business, and fox farming 
is now stepping into the ranks as a 
very important industry. 

Ten companies, with a combined 
capital appreaching a million dol- 
lars, are flow operating in the prov- 
ince. Ranches have been started in 
several districts in North and Cen- 


tral Alberta where conditions are 


exid to be ideal for the rearing of 
these expensive little animals. 

The enormous export of live black 
foxes durin; the pest two years did 
not, however, go unwatched by the 
government. During the winter sit- 
tine of the prov.ncial house of Al- 
berta a bill was passed prohibiting 
the taking of the animals from April 
to November. As_ the puppies are 
whelred at the latte end of April, 
and during the month of May, this 
law gives them sufficient time to 
grow large énough to avoid the dig- 
ging out process, which, in the last 
two years. has been so successfuily 
resorted to by truppers. 

Permits must be now secured from 
the office of the vro-incial game 
warden by people desiring to take 
foxes during the close season. 

It is now also illegal for any per- 


son to export live foxes beyond the 


boundary of the province without 
first obtaining a permit. The cost of 
a permit in resvect to animals raised 
on fur farms in the province is $15, 
and in the case of animals not rear- 
ed on the farms $10 for every hlack 
or silver fox exported, and $15 for 
any other species of the fox family. 
These last two regulations are in the 
way of protection for provincial breed- 
ers.—Family Herald and Weekly Star. 

Law Makes Criminals. Says Judge 

An awakened public conscience and 
higher ideals of the people. in the past 
gecore of years have made actual crim- 
inals of many thousands, accorging to 
Judge William N. Gemmill, president 
of the Illinois Societv of the American 
Institute of Criminal Law and Crim- 
inology at its annual meeting. © 

The passage of the pure food law 
made 60,009 criminals: enactment oi a 
law forbitding women to be employed 
more than ten hours a day made many 
thousand more lawbreakers, and pass- 
age of white slave and »vandering acts 
made other thousands, Judge Gemmill 
said. 

“Their conduct has not changed but 
instantly on the passage of the law 
they became the most despised crim- 
finals. ‘ 
¢ the 106,369 persons arrested in 
Chicago in 1913, one-half were charg- 
ed with violating laws that had not 
existed twenty years ago.” 

President Gemmill, who is judge of 
@ municipal court, recommended the 
purchase by the state of farms to 
which to commit convicts.

Barbers Come High in Canada 

The barber shops of Canada and the 

United States are said to be as fine as 
any in the world and to charge the 
highest prices. Comparatively few 
cities of Europe use high revolving 
chairs and many of these run their 
barber shops in connection with mea’s 
furnishing stcres. 
In most*Huropean cities a hair cut 
and a shampoo costs six cents, and 
in parts of Londor a shave costs four 
cents. In some Italian cities one cent 
is charged for a shave and two certs 
for a hair cut, and in Turkey barbers 
take their entire pay in tips. 

Many German barbers make wigs 
and switches while waiting for cus- 
tomers and many French barbers 
do ladies’ hair dressing. “Austrian bar- 
bers are compelled to serve apprentice- 
ships for four years, on pay beginning 


a week, 
shops. 
Syrian barbers seat their custom- 
ers in straight backed chairs before 
tiny wall mirrors, and fix queer 
shaped pans «bout their throats. 
Then they rub or with their fingers 
lather made from cheap soap. 

In India your barber calls at your 
house and shaves you every morniig 
for $2 a month. 

In China the barbers carry stools, 
small tubs, razors and scissors abcut 
the streets, stopping on the  side- 
walks to perform their work, just as 
scissors grinders do in, America.

SIR ERNEST SHACKLETON GOES 
TO NORWAY GLACIERS TO 
TRY OUT PLANS 


Made to Norway to Test Rations and 

Equipment Before Leaving For the 
_ Antarctic Cont’nent. 

With the thoroughness which has 
always characterized his work, Sir 


preliminary trial expedition under Arc- 
tic conditions in the glaciers of Nor- 
way. This will b- for the special pur- 
pose of testing the rations for his trip 
across the Antarctic continent, which 
he hopes to make in four and a half 
months’ time. 

No party ever started out, without 
having food depots, to make Buch a 
distance as that in a straight line, but 
Sir Ernest and his men have made 
special preparations for the attempt. 


18, They have, with the aid of the Royal 


Army Medical coi ps, evolved the “per- 
fect ration.” It will average only 
thirty-five ounces daily, as compared 
with the three pounds or more con- 
sumed by the average man, but it is 
believed it represents the highest nu- 
tritive value for polar travel. 

Sir Ernest will be accompanied by 
five members of his staff when he goes 
to Norway to conduct experiments 
with these rations and also test his 
tents and motor sleds. 

The party will don polar kit and 
travel among the glaciers. While the 
cold will not be as inteuse as in the 
polar regions, the country will furnish 
the same sort of sudden blizzards as 
are experienced in the Antarctic. The 
party will test the effect and potency 
of the rations in most detailed fashion. 

Shackleton’s new ship, the Hndur- 
ance, has been almost completely fit- 
ted in Norway and will arrive at the 
London docks ths month. It is eighteen 
feet longer than his last ship, Nimrod. 
It is a beautiful specimen, of wooden 
shipbuilding, and probably the last of 
its class that will be conktr d. Its 
whole kee! is made of so oak five 
and a half feet thick, and its sides are 
two feet thick. It belongs to the bark- 
entine class, has the latest triple ex- 
pansion engines and will steam ten 
knots an hour. It is fitted to con- 
sume both oil and coal. When in the 
ice oil will be substituted for coal, 
which will mean economy if it is de- 
layed in the pack, as che boilers can 
be kept warm and full heat generated 
quickly. When the oil has been used 
the tanks will be filled with water bal- 
last.

The latest appointments to the ex- 
peditionary staff are Sir Philip Lee 
Brocklehurst. who was with Shackle- 
ton in 1907 and 1909 and who made the 
first ascent of Mourt Erebus, and his 
brother, Lieut. Courtney Brocklehurst, 
of the Eleventh Hussars Hundreds 
of applications for positions wth the 
expedition have been received. 


Magna Charta Septecentenary 

The 700th anniversary of the grant 
of Magna Charta by King John 
occurs on June 15, 1915. 

The Royal Historical Society is 
organizing a commemuration of the 
event and has invited English, Am- 
erican and foreign scholars and oth- 
ers to form a general committee. The 
general committee will appoint an 
executive committee to supervise the 
arrangements uecessary. Lord Bryce 
has consented to act ag chairman of 
the general committee. , 

The famous old foundation of pol- 
itical freedom won the condemnation 
of John from the Roman power. It 
declared not only the liberty of in- 
dividuals, but of national institutions 
also. Its first words in the Latin run 
in English, “The Church of England 
shall be free, and have her rights 
entire, and her liberties inviolate.” 
That was in the year 1215. The event 
was of more than national import- 
ance, at the tim», and has exerted 
an influence cover all English people 
down to the ; resent day.

For some years an Englishwoman 
living in Paris has made a capital liv- 
ing as a guide, and an advertisement 
appeared in a London daily paper re- 
cently in which an English woman 
“speaking five languages” offered to ac- 
company visitors of her own sex 
around London. 

There should be, one would im- 
agine, a big demand for women guides 
in London, but an official at Thomas 
Cook & Son’s head office did not take 
this view. 

“We have a number of women 
guides on our list.” he said to a corres- 
pondent, “but we are very rarely ask- 
ed for their services.” 

On the cther hand the Women’s Ip- 
ternational leagte organizes trips 
abroad conducted exclusively by wo- 
men and women guides are always 
available for visitors to London. It is 
found that their services are greatly 
appreciated and mothers often ask 
for women who car meet their child- 
ren in London or at seaports on their 
journeys .o and from school. 

It is obvious too that in shopp'ng 
expeditions a male guide is useless, 
and there must be many foreign, Am- 
erican and -coloniai women --now—in 
London who would be glad of the ser- 
vices of a capable woman with an 
intimate knowledge of the west end 
shops. 


SALE OF IMPLEMENTS 


Saskatchewan Government Appoints 

Commission to Conduct Inquiry 

A royal commission has been ap- 
pointed by the Saskatchewan govern- 
ment to conduct an inquiry into the 
manner in which the sale of farm im- 
plements is carricd on in this prov- 
ince. They will make stch recom- 
mendations to the government regard- 
ing legislatiop as may be deemed Je- 
sirable in the interests of both farm- 
ers and implement companies. The 
commission is comprised of the fol- 
lowing: Mr. Justice Newland, Mr. Jus- 
tice Lamont; Hon. A. Turgeon, attor- 
ney-general; Hon. W. R. Motherwell, 
minister of agriculture, and J. A. Ma- 
harg, president of the Saskatchewan 
Co-Operative Elevator Co., and ex-pres: 
ident of the Grain Growers’ associa- 
tion. A preliminary meeting will be 
held without delay, in order to map 
out the course of the inquiry in detail. 
The implement dealers and the farm- 
ers are showing considerable interest 
in this latest movemen* of the govern- 
ment. 


Three Crops a Year 

The Canadian farmer has reason 
to envy the man who can get three 
crops in one year out of his land. 

In South Louisiana, the crops 
adapt themselves to the season, so 
that land can be used continuously 
throughout the year. 

For instance, when corn is laid by, 
peas are planted at the last plough- 
ing. These are grazed off by hogs 
and the land is ploughed immediately 
and sown in cow pers. These are har- 
vested in September, and the land 
ploughed and sowr. in roots, rutabagas 
and stock »eets. These are fed in the 
late spring and the land is planted 
in peanuts. The peanuts are grazed 
off in September and early OctoLer 
and the land is planted in clover. A 
complete cycle of crops in which there 
is one or more legumes growing each 
year to enrich the land and all crops 
savo the corn are pastured. 


ANTELOPE PARK NEAR THE HAT 


Dominion National Park May Also 
Be Located in the Cypress 
Hills 

In all probability the antelope park, 
which is to be located on the prairies, 
will be down the river some twenty- 
five miles from Medicine Hat, and it 
is likely that a Dominion national 
park will be established at the Cy- 
press hills, south of there. 

The location mentioned for the ante- 
lope park is one which it is under- 
stood appealed very strongly to Max- 
well Graham of Ottawa, and Ernest 
Thompson Seton, of New York, wko 
have been in that district seeking a 
possible location for the park. The 
visitors uso invustigated conditions 
at the Cypress hills. and it is said 
they will recommend the location 
there of a Dominion park in which 
animal life of the prairie will be pro- 
tected.

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TREASURE HUNTERS 
IN QUEST OF GOLD 


ARE SEARCHING FOR PIRATES’ 
FORTUNE SAID TO BE HIDDEN 
IN CANAL ZONE 


English Woman Headed Expedition to 
Cocos Island, Which Meets With 
Failure—Others Are Anxious to 
Take up the Quest 
Maurice Eugene Gilmore, fo 

head of the department of sanitation of 

the city of Panama, and at present 
manager of a large subdivision on the 
outskirts of that city, says that while 
nearly the whole world is now awake 
to the fact that fortunes may be made 
in Panama by good, hard work, there 
are still a lot of fortune-hunters who 
expect to get their money by a much 
easier route. A ghort time ago the 
latest expedit‘on in search of the pir- 
ates’ treasure on Cocos Island return- 
ed to Panama confessing its failure. 

A few thousand dollars more in money 

and geveral lives have been poured 

into the quest, and the treasure rests 
as secure from the hands of modern 
argonauts as it has been for nearly 

a century. 

About three years ago an expedi- 
tion organized by two English women, 
whose object in searching for the treas- 
ure was to devote it to charity in 
which: they are interested in London, 


away confessing what their plans had 
gone wrong. 

Mr. Mills encountered his adventure 
had finished there was not a man 
rating himself as a fool for engaging 
in such an enterprise. Yet when he 
had finished there was not a man of 
the dozen at che table with him but 
would gladly have enlisted his re 
sources and strength in another trial 
at the pirate’s treasure. Fortunately, 
they are all pvor, and could not raise 
the money umong them to buy the 
treasure ship. 

“The expedition left England, made 
the Strait of Magellan, and then sailed 
direct for Cocos Island, which lies at 
the mouth of the Gulf of Panama, 
about 300 miles distant from the city. 
At that time of the year the surf runs 
high at Cocos, and it was impossible 
to land in the ships boats, so with 
much toil a raft was launched, and by 
this means the -t.ols and provisions 
were put ashcre. The work extended 
over tw) months. 

There are two weli-known clues to 
Cocos treasure—the first that to the 
loot taken from Lima in 1818 by an 
English sailor named Thompson, and 
the seccnd thet to the treasure stolen 
from Vera Cruz in 1821 by the Span- 
ish pirate, Benito Bonite (Little Ben 
the Good). It was during the civil 
strife that followed: the war for 
liberation from Spain’ in 1821 that 
Little Ben and his cut-throats  sur- 
prised the .reasure house at Vera 
Cruz in broad daylight and made 
away with the gold and silver on 
pack mules. 

They crossed the whole of Mexico 
and took to their ship, which wus 
waiting for them in a cove on the Pa- 
cific. The value of t‘eir bcoty is var 
iously estimated ct from $9,000,000 to 
$29,000,000. They were not pursued, 
and yet the first thought appears to 
have been to hide teh loot. They 
made straight for the weli known wat- 
ering island of Cocos and there, in a 
cave in the side of one of the steep 
cliffs that rise black and steep above 
the water they hid their treasure. 

Mr. Mills said vhat there had been 
several slides of earth and rock along 
the cliff to which the bearings poirt, 
and that if the cave and its treasure 
were over there (he is skeptical just 
now) it would take a vast amount of 
excavation to reveal them. The labor 
invelved vas too great for the re 
sources of his company, so the search 
was abandoned. 

The woman wh headed the exped- 
ition of two years ago, and was a 
member of this latest ove, is « matter- 
of-fact sort of woman past 50 years. 

“Our expedition failed,’ she said, 
“for the reason that so many others 
have failed. We could not give suffic- 
ient time to the search. I kave the 
clue. I know where the treasure lies, 
and only work is unecessary to uncover 
it. I am rot satisfied with the result. 
I shall return to London and organize 
a new company, and then try again.”
